WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower addressed 
a new plea and a new warning to the steel industry and 
its employes Thursday night to settle their dispute. 


David J. McDonald, president 
of the United Steelworkers of 
America, responded by proposing 


that the President's board of in- 
quiry recommend the terms of 
settlement. 


“The union agrees and pledges 
that it will negotiate a settlement 
within the framework of the 
board's recommendations,” Mc- 
Donald said in: a letter to the 
President. 


SETTLE ‘OR ELSE’ 


Eisenhower devoted more than 
a fourth of his departure address 
to the threat of a renewal of the 
steel strike Jan. 26 when the Taft- 
Hartley emergency injunction ex- 
pires. 


He pleaded with both sides to 
act responsibly ‘‘or else, in due 
course their countrymen will see 
that they act responsibly.” 


Responsible citizenship in a free 
country, said the President, means 
conducting one’s self “‘in the in- 
terest of others as well as self.” 


CAN’T TOLERATE 


He added: “America will not— 
indeed, it cannot—tolerate for long 
the crippling of the entire economy 
as the result of labor-management 
disputes in any one industry or 
any group of industries.

In France 


FREJUS,. France (UPI) — 
French officials Thursday started 
an investigation into reports that 
faulty construction might have 
caused Wednesday night’s dam 
break that sent 60 million tons 
of water smashing into two Riv- 
iera villages. 


The official count of dead stood 
at 270, with 50 missing and 70 
injured. Some French news re- 
ports said 500 were dead or miss- 
ing. Search authorities in Frejus, 
one of the villages, counted 125 
dead and 290 not accounted for. 


Even as the searchers combed 
through mud and deserted houses 
for more bodies, the government 
began its inquiry to find out if 
the accusations of haphazard con- 
struction made when the dam was 
being built four years ago had 


anything to do with its giving 
way before the force of a flood. 

They also questioned whether 
flood gates were opened at the 
right time or if other action by 
the dam keepers could have 
saved Frejus and neighboring Pug- 
et-sur-Argens.

Lockheed officials here, who 
had sought in vain to win a more 
gradual windup of their B70 proj- 
ect, said some other layoff no- 
tices will be given “early next 
week.” But it was not known 


whether all of those remaining to 


be laid off will lose their jobs at 
that time. 


In addition, Lockheed Thursday 
nutified all of its 121 B70 project 
subcontractors to stop work and 
cease shipments of parts at once. 

The 1,000 Marietta plant layoffs 
resulting from the B70 cutback 
will reduce employment at the 
Georgia aircraft. plant to 13,600. 

Gradual layoffs since employ- 


ment reached a mid-summer peak 
of 15,600 already total about 1,000, 
and Thursday’s announcement in- 
dicated the gradual separations 
were not over. It said some of 
these are among the 700 to be 
laid off Friday. 


Plant officials said they would 
follow prescribed layoff proce- 
dures in the case of union-repre- 
sented employes, but that some 
of those affected are hourly and 
salaried personnel in engineering - 
who are not covered -by the union 
contract. 


‘More than 900 job assignments 
have already been changed (in 
the plant) because of seniority 
privileges and ‘anes ” the 
company said.

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Lip Service Won't 
Clear Out Slums 


Do Atlantans really want urban re- 
newal? Or have the overwhelming ex- 
pressions favoring clearing out the slums 
and cries for checking deadly blight been 
mere lip service to salve the conscience of 
a community guilty of callous neglect? 


Answers to these questions must be 
arrived at and soon or the dream of urban 
renewal Will end up being just that. And 
that is just about the way Cecil Alex- 
ander, chairman of the Citizens Advisory 
Committee for Urban Renewal, put it at 
a public hearing on long-range proposals 
for renewal Wednesday. 


Before the long-range program is 
considered, Mr. Alexander said, the mat- 
ter of whether “Atlanta’s urban renewal 
program has a future should be consid- 
ered in the light of recent developments.” 
Specifically he had reference to the dif- 
ficulty of zoning for relocation of per- 
sons displaced in clearing out blighted 
areas. 

Unless such displaced persons can be 
relocated, there will be no urban renewal. 
Right now all federal funds for these 
programs hang in the balance because of 
zoning disputes. So Mr. Alexander is right. 
Why consider a long-range program of 
future projects if we cannot even get the 
initial ones off the ground? 

There is no question of need or the 
“must” of urban renewal. Without it the 
central Atlanta area will be choked to 
death by progressive decay. Without it 
governmental problems will multiply and 
the city’s financial future will become 
chaotic. Without it every citizen will 
share in the cost of indulging costly slums. 


Opposition to renewal by greedy slum 
owners who reap huge profits while con- 
tributing nothing to rehabilitation and lit- 
tle or nothing in taxes is no more than 
could be expected. But when opposition 
to efforts at solving rehousing and other 
multiple problems which must be faced 
comes from such quarters as we have 
seen recently, the prospect is discouraging 
indeed. 

More than a year ago, a Fulton Coun- 
ty Grand Jury recommended a continu- 
ing study by future grand juries of prog- 
ress of the urban renewal program. It 
recognized the problem as the most press- 
ing need facing this city and its future 
development. We think the recommenda- 
tion still valid and that it should be fol- 
lowed by every grand jury as long as 
necessary. : 

Renewal is too vital to permit it to 
be blocked by any special-interest group. 
Lip service by the Board of Aldermen and 
all other groups become rankest hy- 
pocrisy unless we can get the job done.

For All Age Brackets 


Our food editor, Barbara Somerville, 
reports that Mrs. Audrey Pretzer, seventh 
grade teacher at Sexton Woods school, ob- 
tained the cooperation of the Georgia 
Department of Public Health in setting 
up a nutrition project. ‘, 

They first met with the parents and 
explained what they hoped to accom- 
plish. Parental cooperation was obtained. 
Nurses made repeated trips to the school 
for examinations. Animal feeding proj- 
ects were carried along to show what 
diets did to growth and health. Daily diet 
surveys were made.

Job of Reorganization 
Is Still in the Future 


The Governor’s Commission on Econ- 
omy and Reorganization will expire on 
schedule, filing its final reports before 
Dec. 31. It has done a good job and, if 
its recommendations are followed in 
many important fields, the state will reap 
benefits in more efficient operations. 


While the commission itself will go 
out of existence, the work in which it 
has been engaged is far from complete. 
But within the framework of what has 
been done, legislation can be enacted 
which would provide for greater fiscal 
responsibility and planning by the ex- 
ecutive and legislative departments. 

Like many similar efforts in the past, 
however, much of the commission’s work 
likely will end up in filing cabinets and 
on the shelves. Agencies in which the 
greatest improvements could be made 
likely will undergo only minor changes. 
Resistance to change is normal and when 
this comes from departments whose per- 
sonnel and chiefs not only have political 
power but want the status quo main- 
tained, reorganization is all the more dif- 
ficult. 


There are many contradictions and 
overlapping of powers and duties in cer- 
tain areas of government. Greatest weak- 
ness of all is in budgeting and spending 
of state funds. This has been on a hand- 
to-mouth basis with little thought to 
planning from one year to the next. We 
thus build roads without provisions for 
maintenance and construct buildings with 
no thought of upkeep and operating 
costs. 


With total state spending, including 
federal grants, now exceeding 400 million 
dollars annually, the need for careful and 
businesslike management is more impor- 
tant than ever before. Certainly an agency 
is needed constantly to review and study 
operations of all departments of govern- 
ment. 

Reorganization, either through admin- 
istrative procedure or by legislative ac- 
tion, has been a major objective of the 
Vandiver administration. The 1960 ses- 
sion of the General Assembly can be one 
of the most constructive in years if it puts 
its mind to the job of restoring its own 
prerogatives while strengthening execu- 
tive administration.

Oconee National Forest 


Has Promising Future 


President Eisenhower's changeover of 
96,000 acres of federally owned property 
in Georgia from land utilization status 
to that of a national forest will provide 
long=Tange benefits. 

The transfer opens the way for the 
development of the beautifully wooded 
land, which now becomes the Oconee Na- 
tional Forest, into a tourist attraction. 

The six north-central Georgia counties 
which have been @eriving income from 
the acreage under an arrangement with 
the federal government will continue to 
do so. In addition to its tourist potential, 


the land is productive of good timber. The . 


forestry service will pay 25 per cent of 
proceeds derived from the property to 
the counties in which the land is located. 
Sound forestry management is assured 
under the new setup. 

President Eisenhower's proclamation 


marks another forward step in the de- 


velopment of the land, which was deplet- 
ed and submarginal until a rehabilitation 
program began after the federal govern- 
ment purchased it during the early years 
of the Roosevelt administration. 
National forests are important to the

Landrum-Griffin Bill Attacked as Inimical 
To Legitimate Rights of Trade Unionists 


Atlanta — Your editorial en- 
titled, “Rep. Landrum Is Object 
of Undeserved Wrath,”’ in the Nov. 
28 issue indicates that it is you— 
not organized labor — who mis- 
understands the contents of the 
Landrum-Griffin Labor Reform 
Act. In view of your progressive 
stand in other realms of our socio- 
economic life I can only attribute 
such an‘attitude to ignorance of 
what the law actually provides. 

Honest trade unionists — and 
most of them are — have no quar- 
rel with the act’s provisions 
aimed at elimination of corrup- 
tion. But the act does not stop 
there and Rep. Landrum and his 
cohorts in the N.A.M. and Cham- 
ber of Commerce did not mean 
for it to stop there. This is evi- 
dent by their adding an additional 
title to the six titles purporting to 
deal with corruption. Title Seven 
amends the Taft-Hartley Act to 
prohibit some of the basic, hereto- 
fore legitimate, rights of trade 
unionists. 

If the United States were at war 
with a foreign country we would 
think it quite traitorous for one 
of our nationals to contract with 
that country to purchase its goods 
and thereby support its economy. 
Yet the Landrum-Griffin Act does 
exactly this to the trade unionist. 
It requires him to be traitorous 
to his fellow union members by 
prohibiting him from bringing 
pressure on his employer to cease 
doing business with a supplier 
with whom his union has a legiti- 
mate dispute. 


It is suggested that this does 
not involve “corruption”; that 
Rep: Landrum knows it and

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Birth Control Issue 
Is Phony Politics 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Kennedy is the obvious 
sufferer in the phoniest presidential-year issue 
in recent memory, the so-called birth-control 


issue. But other Democratic presidential candidates will do well not 
to enjoy Kennedy's embarrassment too much. For the real sufferer 
is likely to be the whole Democratic Party along with the ultimate 
Democratic nominee, whoever he may be. 


First, for the background: (1) 
A presidential advisory commis- 
sion headed by William H. Drap- 
er suggested that ow foreign aid 
program should include informa- 
tion on aftificial birth prevention 
to those assisted countries request- 
ing it. (2) The Roman Catholic 
bishops, regarding artificial birth 
prevention as immoral, declared 
that American Catholics would 
support no program promoting 
such prevention. (3) A demand 
arose, notably among Protestant 
clergymen, that Catholic presi- 
dential aspirants say whether the 
Catholic bishops’ statement would 
be ‘“‘binding’’ on them. The out- 
standing Catholic presidential as- 
pirant is, of course, Sen. Ken- 
nedy. 

Birth control involves deeply 
held and deeply differing private 
moral and religious convictions 
which are no concern of this col- 
umn. And 4ll the clergymen in 
this controversy are entitled and 
even obliged as theological lead- 
ers to make any comment their 
consciences tell them to make. 


There is not now and never 
was the slightest likelihood that 
this government would try to 
make foreign aid dependent in 
any way on what other countries 
do or do not do about birth con- 
trol. 

Rational political considerations 
entirely apart from moral con- 
siderations either way clearly for- 
bid such a step. Indeed, even to

responsible act by the Draper 
commission if it really wants to 
befriend foreign aid as a contin- 
uing policy.

If he were asked such a ques- 
tion Nixon no doubt would reply 
just as Kennedy replied: that in 
the last analysis he would be 
bound, as president, by a single 
thing — his oath to serve the in- 
terests of the United States. 


But though Kennedy alone may 


appear to have been hurt the 
raising of this spurious “‘is- 
sue” has hurt more than Ken- 


nedy. For any effective attack on’ 
any party’s front-running candi- 
date will hurt the whole party. No 
leader in a political party in an 
election year can be an island to 
himself; if he is wounded his 
party is wounded, too. 


in 1 Corinthians 15. The third main truth of the gospel is: Man shall 
live beyond death, also. In triumph the Apostle declares:

Some time ago I 
read an article someone had writ- 
ten on “‘Why I Quit the Ministry.” 
He gave half a dozen reasons for 
quitting, all of which were good 
reasons. But in the article he 
never did say why he ever started. 
Had he started for the real rea- 
son he never would have quit. 

I know people who get upset 
about something in the church 
and they stop attending, or con- 
tributing, or serving. Some even 
withdraw their membership. May- 
be something the preacher said 
offended them or there was some- 
thing about the church they did 
not like. But when one enters 
into the fellowship of Christ for 
the real and true reason—belief

DEFIES FATHER 


Is Shot in Battle with Police 


PHILADELPHIA (AP)—A gun- 
man vowing he wanted to die be-| 
cause he had ruined his life traded 
shots with the law in a furious 
street chase, took a businessman 
hostage, then was disabled by 
three police bullets. 


The wild episode, played out in 
one of the busiest parts of Cen- 
tral City late Wednesday, shook 
up crowds of Christmas shoppers 
along the three miles or more of 
the chase. 


It started In a sport shop where 
Roosevelt Boasmond, 34, admit- 


lets and told the proprietor to stay 
put and silent. But the man yelled 


Later, on his hospital bed, Boas- 
mond said: “I intended to walk 


away, but he came out hollering, 


so I ran. I saw a cop. He saw me. 
There was shooting and I got 
shot.” 


In between there was a good 
deal more. The policeman Boas- 
mond saw chased him to a park- 
ing lot. There, J. Paul Miller, 35 
vice president of a clothing manu- 
facturing firm, was checking out 
his station wagon. 


“I knew something was happen- 
ing,”’ he related. ‘‘Bullets whizzed 
by my ear as I was paying.”

FCC Calls - 
For Oaths 
On Payola 


By FRED S. HOFFMAN 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion demanded Thursday that the 
nation’s 5,236 radio and TV sta- 
tions report under oath whether 
they or their employes have ac- 
cepted secret payments to plug 
persons or products. 


The FCC crackdown on payola 
practices came as another agency 
—the Federal Trade Commission 
—sent investigators to find out 
whether some music firms were 
breaking the law by paying off 
disc jockeys to push their -re- 
cordings. 


“SNEAKY COMMERCIALS” 


The purpose of the FCC order 
is to track down “sneaky com- 
mericals,”’ as officials put it. 
These are defined as plugs that 
are paid for without the listener 
or viewer knowing it. 


The FCC gave the broadcasting 
outlets a month—until Jan. 4 to 
file sworn statements covering op- 
erations back to Nov. 1, 1958. 


Affected are 3,528 commercial 
standard radio stations, 816 com- 
mercial FM radio stations, 166 
educational FM stations, 669 com- 
mercial TV stations and 60 educa- 
tional TV stations. 

Under the FCC directive, sta- 
tion operators must say what pay- 
ments or other considerations, if 
any, were received by them or 
any of their employes for broad- 
casting material not identified as 
paid for. 


Also, each station was told to 
report what controls it has set up 
to make certain management of- | 
ficials know what payments have 
been made to employes in pro- | 
gram work. | 

The law governing radio-TV 
operations requires that-all ad- | 
vertising put on the air on a paid | 
basis must be idfentified clearly | 
as a commercial. 
LICENSES AT STAKE 

Violations of this section of the | 
law could bring anything from a/| 
reprimand to loss of broadcast li- | 
cense. Further, the communica- 
tions law provides criminal pen- 
alties up to $10,000 fine and a 
vear in prison for wilful violations | 
of any of its provisions

Their mother took her sons 
to another state to buy the guns 
for them. These boys do just 
about all of the things we have 
taught our children not to do. 


I try to have them in our yard 
as often as possible so that I 
can supervise at least some of 
their activities. Recently I over- 
heard plans to form a “‘club.” 
In order to become a member 
one must steal something from 
a store. Now what do I do? 


Either my son becomes a 
thief or he will be called “‘chick- 
en” and be scorned by these 
young monsters. We have raised 
one. son and daughter (now in 
their 20s) and we have always 
maintained high standards in 
our home. 


This is a small town and we 
are “‘natives.”” But, suddenly 
everything we have known and 
believed in is being challenged 
by a group who have moved in. 
Our two young sons are grow- 
ing up with a class of people 
entirely opposite to those our 
other children grew up with. 
How can parents fight to pro- 
tect their youngsters from bad 
influences when those influences 
live less than a block away? 


I have raised a son and I 
know about some of the pres- 
sures youngsters are subjected 
to by others of their age group. 
Because of these pressures 
many parents are becoming too 
permissive and are giving up 
their roles of being real par- 
ents. After working with young- 
sters for years I KNOW that, 
even while they complain bit- 
terly about discipline, they still 
want and need WISE parental 
guidance.
